Trying to lix the blame for the drown- 
ing of approximately fifty passengers on 
the Valencia, when the life boats were 
launched, United States inspectors Tur- 
ner and Whitney today examined four 
witnesses, including two members ot the 
crew. The point o£ today's questions 
was to determine whether or not seaman- 
ship was shown in the launching of the 
life boats. Boat Xo. 5 was either dip- 
ped into the sea through a mistake in 
orders, or the ropes were rotten and 
broke. This bout contained about forty 
people. That a mistake was made was 
proved by witnesses who swore that 
some on on deck, presumably an 
officer, gave the order to lower away. 
The order might have been given by an 
excited passenger, but it was so dark 
that none could tidl positively who gave 
the order. No one could swear that the 
ropes were either cut or broken. All that 
the ' evidence seemed to show was that 
one end dropped before the other.

Fair Play for Canada

value the cost of transportation to the 
ocean port of shipment with u result that 
the duty wouhl-bp less) on goods shipped 
via New York than via Vancouver, thus 
discriminating against the Canadian 
route. A cnblegrnnm received nt the 
tirade and commerce department today 
announced that the Australian authori- 
ties have agreed to a concession that will 
remove this discrimination as in future 
there will be added to the price for duty 
cost of transportation of goods only from 
the 'point Of origin to the nearest fron- 
tier port Of the United States. The 
new regulations will mean that in the 
case of goods exported to Australia from 
say Toronto or Hamilton, duty will be 
Collected upon the price of the goods phis 
the cost of transportation to Niagara 
Falls, although the shipment may really 
In? made by way of Vancouver. The 
cablegram received from the Canadian 
commercial agent in Australia reads:— 
"The Australian government has agreed 
that a free on board values of Canadian 
goods to lie shipped via Vancouver will 
lie the equivalent of the values if shipped 
bv New York. Duty will be paid upon 
frieght charge equal to the cost to the 
American border. This is to take eflect 
immediately. The proportion of fright 
( barges must be specified in the invoice. '

Maimed by Dynamite 
Toronto, Jan. 111.— News of a serious 
accident in Temiskaming district has 
been received at the department of hinds 
land mines. The youngest son of Thos. 
•Chirk, of Clark Standing Milling ( om- 
pany, with Arthur Fisher and David 
Duke, were a mile and a half from camp 
and were engaged in thawing dynamite 
when it exploded. Clark sustained 
shocking injuries, both hands being torn 
oil' at the wrists, one eye was blown 
out mid the other probably destroyed, 
both ear drums were broken and both 
legs were burned. Fisher was cut ami 
burned and had a foot sprained, hut be 
was able to walk to camp hut before as- 
sistance could reach the other men their 
faces and ears were frozen. Clark's 
sight is gone, but it is hoped lie will re- 
gain his hearing. 

York County Loan 
Jos. Phillips, erstwhile president and 
manager of the defunct York County 
Loan and Savings Company, appeared 
again in the police court today to an- 
swer the charge of conspiracy to de- 
fraud.

Guelph, Jan. 31.— At Grand Hlver 
bridge on the Guelph and Goderich rail- 
way a fatal accident occurred this morn- 
ing by wlpch Conductor Felix Mnhoncy 
of London and 1*. MacKensde. brakeman, 
were killed, and brakeman Simmons and 
the bridge foreman, C. ,1. Amoy, badly 
Injured. A girder weighing forty tons 
wiis bein - moved onto the bridge when 
the track suddenly gave way and the 
wdiole construction, together with the lo- 
comotive and freight car was overturned 
down an embankment into the river, 
carrying with it all the men who were 
on it at the time. Fight oilier men had 
a narrow escape from being carried down 
with the track.

CANADIAN DOCTOR MURDERED. 

Former Montreal Physician a Victim 
of German Soldiers in Africa. 

London, Jan. 31. — A despatch to the 
Central News from Capetown, pub- 
lished yesterday, nays: "Canadians 
here arc enraged at an allotted out- 
rage by German soldiers ut Swakom- 
tnund, German Southwest Africa, who 
nre said to have shot and killed Dr. 
Anson Donaldson, who was walking 
peacefully in the street when n sol- 
dier fired .at him, and while he was 
lying wounded on tin; ground other 
soldiers riddled his body with bullets." 

Brocitvllle, Out., Jan. 31— Dr. Anson 
Donaldson, Iwho was murdered by sol- 
diers In German Southwest Africa, V>.s 
a native of Brockvllle. He was 33 
years of age and was educated here 
awd at McGIll University at. Montreal; 
was house surgeon at the Royal Vic- 
toria Hospital, Montreal, and went 
from there to South Africa with one of 
the Canadian contingents. During the 
Boer war lie was surgeon, returning 
borne nt the close of the war. A few 
months later he returned to South 
Africa, wdiere he was practicing his 
profession. He was unmarried and 
leaves two brothers and a sister. He 
was of a quiet, Inoffensive disposition.

Lord Rothschild Undertakes a 
Philanthropic Movement 
at Own Expense. 



Two Hundred Families to Be 
Assisted in Finding. Homes 
In Dominion. 



LONDON. Jan. 31.— A scheme has 
been perfected under which Lord 
Rothschild, at his own expense, 
will send two hundred families to 
Canada. Fifty of these families will 
leave England February I'.i. The 
scheme forms a ■basis for the solution 
of the problem regarding the unem- 
ployed of Great Britain. The immi- 
grants will be provided with clothes 
and food, the cost Of their passages, 
situations on their arrivaJ. and sum 
of money to guard against emergencies, 
rjlho total cost for each adult is £10, 
which must be repaid In instalments. 
It is expected that when the fund shall 
'bavil Ibetn repaid the two hundred ad- 
ditional families will be sent to Canada 
under the same plan. Agents have 
made investigations and report that 
njluerf are openings in Canada for 10,- 
000 respectable adults. 

RIOTS AT MINES. 

Cadiz, Jan. 31.— A riot occurred nt 
the Robyville mines in Harrison county 
today because two hundred Polish min- 
ers 'refused to strike with the Hun- 
garian and other men who quit because 
they claimed the scale' had not been 
complied with. The Poles •were at- 
tacked by a hundred and fifty moll using 
stones and (dubs and were driven off 
after a battle lasting half an hour. Half 
a dozen or more were injured but none 
seriously. Officers were sent for Adena 
and two ringleaders were arrested. Fif- 
ty other warrants are out.

SCENES IN CHURCHES. 

Paris, Jan. 81. — Vioienl scenes oc- 
curred in many Paris churches this aft- 
ernoon when the government commis- 
sioners appeared to take an inventory 
of the church property pursuant 'to the 
provisions of the law providing for the 
separation of church and_ state'. In 
ninny instances th commissioners were 
unable to accomplish their tusks, crowds 
of fervent Catholics tilling the edifices, 
some protesting vigorously and others 
chanting psalms.

The tug Wyadda was re- 
ported to have left Bumfield creek witli 
two bodies on board, hut lias not ar- 
rived here. The tug Lome today suc- 
ceeded for the first time in making a 
lauding near the scene of the wreck and 
ten men were put ashore. This party 
succeeded iu getting off three bodies to 
the tug, one of which was identified as 
William Bibley, Jr., of .Seattle, and the 
two other corpses were those of chil- 
dren, supposed to he the Marks chil- 
dren. There were nine other bodies on 
the shore, which had been recovered by 
'Lineman Logan and party and Were 
temporarily buried, hut the sea began 
to rise so rapidly that no further land- 
ings could he made. Ten men were 
leUt on the shore and it was expected 
that the nine bodies there would be 
brought off tomorrow. The Indiuns are 
reported to have t\yo other bodies in 
tin- bush, which they sought to bring 
off to the tug, but the canoe broke. 
Searched in Vain 
A special despatcllj to the' Colonist 
from Btiuifiold says: The United 
States revenue cutter Perry, Capt. Tat- 
tle, returned to Bumfield last evening 
after searching uU day in the archipela- 
go of Bonkley Sound for victims of the 
Valencia. All the large and small isl- 
ands at the mouth of Bai'kley Sound 
wore visited, three boats' crews search- 
ing along the shore, but no bodies welji 
found, though considerable wreckage 
was .seen. One of the boat's crew met 
a canoe in which was Charlie Itoss, the 
Indian policeman who found the sur- 
vivors of the life raft which drifted to 
Turret! island, and the sailors asked 
him if he had seen any 'bodies or wreck- 
age. He said no, but the cutter ran 
alongside his canoe and found it laden 
with pieces of the staircase of the Val- 
encia and other timbers and a keg of 
catsup. 

One of the boat's crews which 
searched Turret island found a water- 
soaked life-preserver on the beach above 
high water mark and found the tracks 
of a man's hobnail hoots in the sand 
near the life-preserver, but nothing was 
found of any human being on the isl- 
and. 

Capt, John Irving was on board the 
Perry acting as pilot and he and Capt. 
'Putt lo did all possible to locate bodies. 
They have decided to give up the search, 
and the Perry leaves Bamtield at mid- 
night for Victoria. The body of Thos. 
II. Hoclacher of San Francisco has not 
yet been brought into Bamficld and his 
brother who went to Bamtield to re- 
ceive it will wait and take the remains 
to San Francisco. Messrs. Peters and 
Leddy will return to Victoria by the 
Perry. Those two, the former a Se- 
attle lawyer and the latter in the Unit- 
ed 'States transport service, have been 
searching for the body, of Miss Laura 
Van Wyek of San Francisco, Peter's 
sister-in-law.

Narrow Escspo of the Terje Viken 

Caustic Comment 
The big Norwegian steam collier 
Terje Viken, Capt. Gulleksen, had it 
very narrow escape from being wrecked 
alongside the steamer Valencia on Mon- 
day night and lor the same' reason. Tim 
collier's captain overran his distance at 
least 25 miles and wns within a mile 
of the rocks in the vicinity of Sen Bird 
rocks at the entrance to Pnelicna bay 
and not far from where the Valencia 
met disaster. The steamer came into 
the Straits on Monday night in a thick 
fog, and her master who had been run- 
ning by dead reckoning and had not 
picked up the Umatilla reef light ship, 
wdiosc fog horn was evidently not work- 
ing, overran his distance. Ho wns ex- 
tremely careful and sounded continual- 
ly, finally hearing the breakers near 
the Koa Bird rocks. Had their been 
n gale blowing aM one the night, when 
the Valencia drove ashore' the collier's 
officers say she would have been piled 
up on the rocks alongside the Valen- 
cia. There is a heavy northerly set at 
present, running over 2 miles an hour, 
which .had its share in almost wrecking 
thn .steamer. Fortunately the weather 
was calm and the collier escaped. Hoon 
after silo had been so near shore her 
master bad a glimpse of Gape Bonle 
light, and then he sighted the steamer 
Salvor working down the coast from 
Bamficld. He followed that steamer 
for a distance, and then put otil until 
the position was determined. The Ter- 
je Viken is now loading coal at Lady- 
smith for 'San Francisco.

AFFAIRS AT VLADIVOSTOK, 

Mutiny Was Aided by Isolation Due to 
tho Telegraph Strike. 

Si. Petersburg; Jan, .'il. — The tele- 
graph strike which cut off Vladivostok 
from direct coininimication with Russia 
since tlie end of November, was of great 
service to the revolutionists as it allow- 
ed the circulation of the most sensational 
rumors and accounts of events here for 
over a month before the collision wtis 
precipitaed. On January 22 the garrison 



of Vladivostok was practically in open 
mutiny. The few loyal Cossacks were 
intimidated and even attacked. Revolu- 
tionary organizations were formed and 
meetings were held in tlie barracks on 
board ships and in tlie forts, in open 
defiance of ihe repeated prohibitions of 
General Selivnnoff, Ihe commander of 
Ihe troops. Tlie encounter of January 
2;{ was precipitated by the arrests of tlie 
leaders of the movement by General 
Selivanoff.

Tlie effect of this is to permit the set- 
tlers, Indians, prospectors and survey- 
ors, to kill game for their own use (ex- 
cept does and fawns) at all seasons of 
the year. Protection under these cir- 
cumstances is ,of course, impossible, and 
Mr. Dennis requested the government to 
declare the districts "organized." This 
the officials have declined to do.

I have 
not looked into the law on the point, hut 
miy instructions to tlie chief of police 
are to put a stop to gambling. He, no 
doubt, has precedents for the course he 
takes."

Late in 1903 W. G. Tretheway, of 
Montreal, came to Edmonton and after 
several business transactions which 
were not wholly successful, he made a 
proposal to the city to construct a street 
railway line In Edmonton. As repre- 
sentative of Ids company lie offered to 
take over the charter granted by the 
Dominion government and held by the 
city-company through a board of trus- 
tees, and to deposit $10,000 as a guar- 
antee that ft arrangements were made 
a street railway two miles in length 
should be operated within the city lim- 
its by Senteuibcr 1st, 11)05. In June, 
lyot, the matter was discussed at a 
I special meeting of the city council, and 
la resolution was passed unanimously 
| that the street railway franchise then 
| held by the city should be granted to 
the company provided the Interests of 
the city were safeguarded. A vote of 
the citizens was taken in March and 
I the franchise passed Into the hands of 
Mr. Tretheway's company by a large 
majority. 

For some time very little was dune 
toward the construction of the road, 
and the management of the company 
passed from Mr. Tretheway to -Mr. It. 
P. Inglis, who still acts as representa- 
tive, A short time ago. after the de- 
posit and the claims of the company 
were declared forfeited, Mr. IiikIIs ap- 
peared before the council 1 and stated 
that his company was now prepared 
to fulfil its contract. The council, how- 
ever, refused to allow the company to 
proceed on the strength of the follow- 
ing clauses: In event of the scompany 
failing to construct the tract specified 
within a certain time, etc., that it 
should (1> forfeit to the municipality 
the said $10,000 less accrued interest. 
(2) Forfeit all the rights, privileges and 
powers granted by mis agreement. (3) 
Assign and make over to the municipal- 
ity or its nominees all its rights, pow- 
ers, and privileges under and by virtue 
of the company's charter. Mr. Inglis, 
after some light, realized that his com- 
pany was beaten, and in a recent letter 
to Mayor May read before the council, 
offered to deposit any sum named by 
the council, and promised to do great 
things it the city would renew negotia- 
tions on the basis of the old agree- 
ment. By this offer Mr. Inglis plainly 
acknowledged the weakness of the com- 
pany's claim to begin construction on 
the old charter. 

The council, however, refuse to act 
and the deal between the city and Mr. 
liiKlis' company is off. 

The Northwestern Gas and Oil Co. I 
have struck gas in the cast cud of the I 
city. Nearly $25,000 has been expend- j 
ed in this work, but the company is J 
now looking forward to large profits In 
the near future. The pressure of the 
present Mow is over 250 pounds, but W.

Schaakc & Co. to Get Contract 
From the Freser River 
Lumber Co, 



The contract for the rebuilding anil 
fitting el' the h'rasei' Hiver Lumber 
Go.'s mill has been let to Schaake it 
Co., of this city, says the -New Westmin- 
ster Columbian'. The mill will he a 
two story structure 34x84, while 
the boiler and engine houses will be 
built, the former to contain a boiler 
mi inches in diameter and H*> feet 
long, and the hitter an engine 10x30, 

Mr, Scluialie says that the building 
when completed ' will lie the most 
complete yet erected in British Colum- 
bia, as it will contain all the latest de- 
signs ami Unproved machinery, and 
that particular iitcntion is being paid 
to the shingle machines, six of which 
are to he placed in the new mill, im- 
provements to which are being wildc- 
at the present time in the company's 
works in Seattle, which will eclipse any 
machine ever made before. The new 
machine will be called the JollllSOn- 
Schaake upright shingle machine, The 
construction of the carriage ami spin 
wheels in relation to the saw will en- 
able the machine to get several more 
shingles out of a block than formerly. 
A new motion has also been adopted, 
the eccentric geur.s have been done 
away with, with the result that the car- 
riage is given u slow steady motion for- 
ward to the saw as the block is being 
cut. letting Ihe saw work to the best 
advantage. On the reverse movement 
tiie carriage is. driven hack at a fast 
speed for two-thirds of the length of a 
stroke, and on the last end id' the 

stroke the motion is cheeked and 
caned, hereby avoiding any jerk or 
jar to the carriage. By reason of the 
large surface of the grip it produces an 
instantaneous action. thus utilizing 
"very instant of liine, thereby enabling 
the sawyer to inn-ease the production 
of shingles, h'or the brake a stop mo- 
tion has been provided so thai when the 

foot is npplied^to tlie lever to raise the 
head block, it automatically stops the 
motion of the carriage, and at the same 
time applies the brake, which acts in- 
stantaneously.

PHARO RESIGNS. 

General Agent of Pacific Coast Com- 
pany Left Position After Wreck. 

.1. E. Pharoi general agent of the 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company at 
Seattle since September, 11103, has re- 
signed. His resignation was tiled witli 
Ceneral Manager Pierce just before he 
left to return to the scene of the 
Valencia wreck, and it Is understood 
that the resignation has been accepted. 

When the news of the Valencia dis- 
aster was received by the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company in Seattle the 
Topeka was despatched to tho scene 
with General Agent Pharo in charge, 
and It was he who ordered the Queen 
to return to Victoria, pick up her pas- 
sengers and proceed to San Francisco 
on the arrival of the Topeka. 

On his return to Seattle Mr. Pharo 
filed bis resignation, to take effect 
February 1. He lias announced that 
he will remain in Seattle and engage 
In private enterprises. He will prob- 
ably be succeeded as general agent by 
Assistant General Agent McICenzle. 



The Oregdnian is at its old tricks, 
says an editorial in yesterday's Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer. "'It takes advan- 
tage of the distressing I<ks „f the Val- 
encia to prepare an imaginary list of 
vessels wrecked on the west coast or 
Vancouver Island and to send it out 
through the Associated Press, witli such 
statements as:, Few places in the world 
have such a record of murine easuati- 
ties as the deadly west coast of Vancou- 
ver island. Tht! _0''<:"onian goes on to 
say that within the past forty years 
tifty-six vessels have been wrecked on 
the coast of Vancouver Island, with tlie 
loss of 711 lives. 

"Tlie Orogonian, to make out an im- 
aginary list, includes nearly every vessel 
which lias been lost anywhere in tlie 
waters of the Nor til Pacific, without the 
slightest regard to the cause of tlie loss 
or whether it occurred anywhere h> tlie 
neighborhood of Vancouver island, It 
does not pretend to give a list of the 
alleged lifty-six vessels wrecked, but 
does give what purports to he a list of 
some of them. This list includes, 
among others, the Pacilic, lost with "Jill) 
lives; the Condor, lost with 80 lives; the 
Montsorrat, with 22; the Keewenah, 
with 83; the Ivanhoe, with °8, ami the 
Juno Gruy, witli .'11. 

"Tlie Pacific, in the wreck of which 
there was tlie largest loss of life, was 
sunk in collision with the hark Orpheus, 
some forty miles below Cape Flattery, 
while hound to San Francisco; and not 
within fifty miles of Vancouver island: 
while nil 'of the other vessels named 
foundered at sea and were not wrecked 
on Vancouver island at all. 
Fate of Some Vessels Still a Mystery. 

"The fate of some of them was and 
still is a mystery. Tho British gunboat 
Condor, for example, passed out of 
the Strait of Fucn and was never heard 
of again. Many mouths afterwlird 
some driftwood brought, by the ocean 
currents to the shores of Vancouver 
island was identified as a portion of the 
cabin littings of the Condor. Much 
tlie sinne was the fate of the bark 
Ivanhoe. laden with coal from Seattle 
and bound for San Francisco, of which 
nothing was heard after the tugboat 
cast off the hawser, well outside tlie 
Cape. A year or so afterwards a piece 
of wreckage, covered witli barnacles, 
came ashore on the west const of Van- 
couver island, which, on being cleaned, 
proved to be the name board of tlie 
Ivanhoe. "When or where she found- 
ered, no one knows to this day. Of the 
other vessels mentioned, they all found- 
ered at sea, and not near Vancouver 
island. 

"There is an ocean current, a branch 
of the great Pacific equatorial current, 
which impinges on this coast ami which 
sweeps .along tlie west eoiust of Vancou- 
ver island. Derelicts and old wreckage 
are often deposited at places along the 
const, coming from no one knows what 
portion of tlie Pacific. Actual wrecks 
on the west coast; of Vancouver islam! 
are no more common than on any other 
rock-bound coast to which careful navi- 
gators give a wide berth. Almost with- 
out exception they occur through de- 
fective navigation, the vessels being far 
out. of their eourse. Tlie Inst two 
wrecks were due to this cause. The 
captain of the British sailing vessel 
which recently wont ashore at Clny- 
oquo't sound was one hundred miles out 
| in his reckoning and made, in addition 
to this, tlie fatal mistake "of taking 
Clnyoquot light for that on Capo Beale. 
with tlie result that he cast his vessel 
away, thinking lie was proceeding into 
the twelve-mile wide entrance of the 
Strait of Kuca instead of being one hun- 
dred miles to the northward of it. 
Captains Out In Their Reckoning. 
The loss of the Valencia occurred in 
precisely the same manner. Tlie cap- 
tain of that vessel was fully fifty miles 
from his course having carried his vessel 
past the entrance of the Strait of 1' "ilea. 
In the serene confidence that he was 
entering the Strait, he ran at full speed 
upon a rock-bound coast, many miles 
distant from his objective point. Sea- 
men can nay whether the captain of a 
coasting steamer litis the slightest ex- 
cuse for making such n fatal blunder 
in his reckoning, even if the weather 
were thick at the time, lie paid for 
il with his life; but. unfortunately, there 
were more than a hundred other victims 
of a blunder Which should not have been 
made by any competent and careful sea- 
man. 

"The Orogonian approaches the ghoul- 
ish in degradation when it can see in 
such a tragedy nothing lint tlie oppor- 
tunity afforded it to cause it to lie sent 
out lo the world a mass of deliberate 
falsifications, for the sole purpose of 
attempting to show that navigation to 
the northern ports on this coast is at- 
tended by perils which do not in fact 
exist, and that Ihe dangers of tlie bnr-nt 
tho mouth of the Columbia river may 
he minimized."

The Maritime Insurance Company 
has iiled an answer In the suit brought 
by the Northwestern Steamship Com- 
pany for $2,784 because of the loss of 
the steamer Tacoma, which was seized 
by the Japanese when carrying con- 
traband, alleging that the company 
knew the Tacoma was carrying con- 
traband, and refusing to pay the insur- 
ance money. On March 14, 1905, at S 
o'clock in the morning, a man-of-war 
of the Japanese navy seized the steam- 
ship Tacoma off Mikado Island and 
conveyed it to a Japanese port, where 
in a prize court the ship and its cargo 
were declared contraband of war, and 
became the property of the govern- 
ment of the Mikado.

The site on which it is contemplated 
to erect the new den will be a short 
distance to the east of the present site 
and has for some time been an un- 
sightly hole from which gravel has 
been taken. It is the intention to 
have the new den on the level with 
the ground, which will not only give 
the occupants an opportunity to get a 
glimpse of the beauties of nature, but 
will also make it possible for thern to 
be seen with comfort. 

Another addition contemplated is the 
addition of a monkey house, the site 
for which has not yet been decided on. 
It lis felt that this addition is almost a 
necessity. Several other improve- 
ments are under consideration, and the 
total sum to be asked for park pur- 
poses will be close on to $3, 000. This 
amount will be entirely devoted to the 
Improvement and maintenance of the 
park, and it is expected that a further 
grant will be made for band concerts.

In conversation with a Colonist report- 
er Mr. Van Wyek stated that he was 
here to do all in his power for the recov- 
ery of the bodies east up by the sea on 
the shores ot the West Coast, and he 
trusts that the searcli may he reward- 
ed in tlie securintj of the mortal remains 
of his own sister. As litis already been 
told in the Colonist. .Mr. Peters, it promi- 
nent attorney of Seattle, has since rhe 
Topeka left the Queen City on her first 
mission o.t succor, been unremitting in 
his endeavors to obtain information of 
the body of Miss Van Wyek, his sister- 
in-law. and has been almost constantly 
at thc> scene of the wreck since last 
Wednesday. Mr. Van Wyek trusts on 
the arrival of Mr. I'etens to formulate 
:t plan today for a greater effort ami 
organization to assist in the recovery of 
the lost ones. Hi! spoke feelingly of the 
terrible loss of over 100 lives.

Tin? rear end of the 
freight had a caboose that was smashed 
into kindling wood. Next were two ears 
of gunpowder. These ears were wreck- 
ed and sticks of dynamite piled feet 
dee)) were scattered in every direction. 
Fortunately the went her .conditions were 
such that the dangerous explosive did 
not ignite, otherwise there would not 
have been left a sou] on board, or in 
the immediate vicinity to tell the tale. 

The accident was caused by the break- 
ing in two of a long freight' train while 
making the siding at Grant's Pass. The 
engineer not knowing of the misshap. 
drew only the forward portion of the 
train on to the siding, leaving the rear 
end still on the main track, when the 
passenger train, believing the line clear, 
crashed into the rear, demolishing the

For n quarter of n century museums 
and collectors throiighoul world have 
eagerly sought specimens of the meteor- 
ic iron from Canon Diablo, in northern 
Arizona. This iron lias become famous 
from the number and size of the frag- 
ments, from the minute diamonds found 
in some nieces, and from peculiarities of 
the locality. It now appears from the 
recent work of Messrs. D. M. Uarringer 
and P.. C. Tilghmnil, that the crater of 
Conn mountain, or Conn Unite, must 
have been produced by collision with the 
earth of the very large meteorite or 
possibly small asteroid, which these 
fragments represent. The investigations 
have shown that the formation of the 
crater and the deposition' of the meteor- 
itic material were simultaneous, thai 
meteoritie material has been found 500 
feet below the surface of the crater's 
centre, and that sandstone supposed to 
be iii place exists nt a depth of lo^s 
than 1,000 feet. The critter had been 
previously attributed to volcanic steam 
explosion. 

+ * 

Some line specimens of Chinese sound- 
ing stones have been described by a late 
visitor at Ch' uftt, the birthplace and 
burial place of Confucius. An incense 
dish of stone rang with the bell-like tone 
of bronze on being struck with a stick, 
two pillars gave out a musical note on 
being struck at any point, and a large 
tablet, (hereby five feet in ana and six 
inches thick emitted ,-i note varying with 
tin? point struck. These "stone gongs" 
are found throughout the country, hav- 
ing been known for centuries. The 
material is a greyish oolitic limestone, 
and it is said to oome only from occa- 
sional veins at a quarry :i few miles 
from Ch' ufu.

The extreme temperatures necessary 
in modern industries have developed a 
new kind of engineering work in the 
selection of materials that: are adapted 
for containing vessels and utensils by 
their .resistance 'to both beat and chem- 
ical action. Reviewing the refractory 
'snhstaiC'os available, Marft'-Augiis-te' 
Morel, a French engineer, finds carbon 
in the form of graphite to be especially 
valuable', us it resists almost all tem- 
peratures, but il unites chemically with 
iron ami cannot lie used in work with 
that metal. Pure silica is very useful, 
though it softens in the osyhydrogo'i 
tlame and unites with alkalies. More 
resistant still is alunina, which fails 
only in the electric funnier', and resists 
all such corrosive not inns Ms oxide of 
iron, to which silica yields. Chalk, 
though very subject to chemical action, 
withstands beat wonderfully. Magnesia, 
titanic acid and iron oxide nre other sim- 
ple natural compounds, but the electric 
furnace is producing many complex 
manufactured materials — like carborun- 
dum — that are taking their place for 
practical purposes. In working with 
great heat the electric furnace offers an 
enormous advantage, as the intensest 
heating is internal, and substances can 
be acted upon by temperatures that 
would destroy tho crucible walls if ap- 
plied from the outside.

Electric light baths will soon displace 
Turkish baths, in the opinion of H. ,f. 
Dowsing, the English electrician, They 
have none of the disadvantages of the 
hitter, but act as u Ionic, and lack most 
of the harmful rays of sunlight. They 
may be used at [ilea sure. The combin- 
ed electric heat iiml light treatment, 
applied under medlcnl supervision, is 
proving of great value in certain dis- 
cascd conditions, and also promises to 
become popular.

Both performers en- 
tered into the spirit of the great 1 com- 
poser and played with a precision and 
feeling that quickly placed them en 
rapport with the audience. Mr. Medley's 
tone was full and round ami his execu- 
tion instinct 'with true artistic feeling. 

The second number introduced Mud- 
nhie Clary, the vocalist of the evening. 
She is a singer of ripe experience and 
faultless method and has obviously stud- 
ied in the best schools To a splendid 
stage presence she adds a charming 
manner, and sings with the air of a 
prima donna. She has a powerful con- 
tralto voice which for its most effective 
we demands a larger hall. Her dra- 
matic instinct is very marked and she 
has the temperament without which no 

singer can impress an audi e. Her 

voice -suggests "grand open 
in any respects she recalls memoirs oi 
Mdlle. Titiens. In the middle and up- 
per register her voice i.s sweet and full, 
in the lower it is a little uncertain. On 
the whole she i- easily the finest singer 
heard in Victoria for many years. Her 
tirst nilmber, "Aria from I, a Favorittt, 
Ohio Fernando." by Donisictto. gave her 



uilrnbly rendered by Mr. Hose. This 
pianist has ti touch and style not unlike 
Bmll Paehninii„ whom he also resem- 
bles in other respects. His playing is 
characterized by marked sympathy, and 
deep feeling, and whilst his execution 
did not reach the standard of n virtuoso 
it was of u very high order and gave 
"lothlse of a great future. 

Madame (Mary's next contribution con- 
sisted of two selections from St. Saens 
Sainsou and Delilah "Spring Song," and 
"My heart, at thy sweet voice." The 
hitler with its tuneful melody wins 
greatly admired and in response to a 
re-demand Madame Clary sang a simple 
German ballad with exquisite taste.

There Is no disease where one case In a 
family can more readily become the cause 
of Infection o£ other members, particu- 
larly In the stage where the consumptive 
begins to lie confined to the close associ- 
ation of the family members only. 

It is extremely Important to remember 
that advanced consumptive patients who; 
are able to go about, perhaps able to 
work at their ordinary calling in the ,,f. , 
flee or factory, when Ignorant or careless, 
constitute the greatest danger t>> the 
health of the community. They must be 
considered as the most rrequent cause of 
infection. The careless, Ignorant or help- 
less consumptive when confined to bed can 
do little more than infect his room, hut 
the advanced patient able to follow some 
calling can, If be Is careless, scatter 
7,lHJ0,tHX>,OU0 bacilli every day with the 
I greatest ease.

Mayor Rogers Tells of Progress of the 
East Kootenay Town. 

O. T. RoRers, or, as ho is more 
familiarly known In his home town, 
"Grand Trunk Rogers," returned last 
night to Cranbrook, of which coming 
metropolis he is the mayor.

of the city of Cranbrook and the prov- 
ince. The building will, we expect, 
cost when completed $20,000. Of this 
sum the city was prepared to put up 
half, and the government has agreed to 
vote $0,000; but the government does 
not include in its appropriation any 
specific amount for the purposes of a 
much-needed fireproof vault to hold the 
records of the East Kootenay district 
which this building will contain. That 
item I dare say will be provided. How- 
ever, my trip has proved eminently 
satisfactory and encouraging." 

Enthusiastic Over Cranbrook 

Mayor Rogers is, to say the least, 
happily enthusiastic over his home 
city — the baby municipality of the in- 
terior — and the magnificent region from 
which it draws its ever-increasing 
trade. 

"Cranbrook today has a population of 
around ,'i,O0O people," said the mayor, 
"and is growing rapidly. The citizens 
are progressive, and there is a feeling 
t hat speaks for the city operating Its 
public utilities, such as water works, 
electric light and telephone, now owned 
by private corporations." 

Mr. Rogers said that not only is 
Cranbrook the divisional point for the 
C. P. R., but when D, C. Corbln's new 
railway, the Spokane .t International, 
13 built to Yahk, 28 ..dies West of the 
city, Cranbrook will become divisional 
headquarters for that line. 

Kootenay Central Railway 

"The people of Cranbrook and the 
surrounding country recently held a 
mass meeting, which was unanimous 
in lis desire in having the Kootenay 



Central Railway built, and the majority 
expressed themselves in favor of the 
provincial government extending aid, 
at least by guaranteeing the bonds. 
Such a railway would open up a mag- 
nificent arable stretch of country 
through the valley of the Columbia, a 
country capable of supporting hundreds 
of farmers and fruit growers, for the 
soil Is adaptable to fruit culture, as 
apples and all the hardy fruits, as well 
as berries of every kind, can be raised. 
Besides, we have lots of water and a 
climate." Then the mayor paused to 
laugh. "I was going to say equal to 
Victoria's, but I'll go better— it exceeds 
it." 

Around Cranbrook within a radius 
of six miles there are In active opera- 
tion eleven sawmills, giving employ- 
ment to hundreds In the lumber camps 
and mills, the trade of which is directly 
tributary to Cranbrook. The past sea- 
son has been a very good one for the 
mill owners. - 

Accompanied by J. A. Harvey of the 
legal firm of McCarter & Harvey, Mayor 
Rogers left last night for Cranbrook.
